UN FARMS TODAY 


Legislation To Relieve 
Farmers’ Burdens by 
Over a Billion Will Go 


to Congress.

WASHINGTON, April 2.—()-- 
Legislation to reduce the overbalance« 
debt burden on American farmers ly 
a billion dollars and more will be 
proposed to congress tomorrow by 
President Roosevelt. 

In one of his most ambitious at- 
tacks on the economic crisis, the 
president will: propose a swapping 
of present mortgages for new certifi- 
cates of indebtedness to be based on 
a greatly reduced interest rate. 

While details of the far-reaching 
measure were withheld tonight, pend- 
ing their presentation to congress, it 
is knowu that instead of the present 
rates of six and seven per cent on 
agricultural mortgages a maximum 
rate of 4 1-2 per cent will be pro- 
vided. 

The same relief will be proposed 
by Mr. Roosevelt very soon to small 
home owners who are bearing much 
the same load of indebtedness as the 


farmers. 
Wants Speed. 


So important does the president 
regard this move for agriculture, he 
hopes the congressional leaders will 
be ible to speed it through as an 
amendment to the pending tarm com- 
modity bill about to be reported to 
the senate from its agriculture com- 
mittee and already approved by the 


house. 

The gigantic task of refinancing 

government and private mortgages 
held by the farmers will be done 
under existing agencies in keeping 
with the Roosevelt program for econ- 
omy. 
Henry Morgenthau Jr., governor of 
the new farm credit administratioa, 
and his aids have drafted the legisla- 
tion, and they will administer it 
through the federal land. banks. 

A government bond issue is re- 
quired for the tremendous transac- 
tion. The bill is believed to have no 
fixed limit on the amount of this 
issue, but experts have estimated that 
perhaps two or three billion «dollars 
will be needed for the refinancing of 
around $8,500,000,000 of farm in- 
debtedness. 

The new interest rate was deter- 
mined at the lowest possible figure 
in order to permit the flotation of 
the required new bonds at a par value. 
The president insisted upon a sound 
financial proposition. 

Other Bill Advances. | 

Meanwhile, as the senate agricul- 
ture committee has reached the point 
of a final word of approval on the 
administration measure to boost the 
price of agriculture production, the 
bill still stands almost in the same 
form as proposed by the president 
and approved by the house. One point 
remains to be settled—the proposal 
of John A. Simpson, president of 
the National Farmers’ Union, _ to 
guarantee the cost of production to 
farmers. Senator Norris, republican, 
Nebraska, is preparing this plan for 
submission to the committee tomor- 


row.

Says Germany Confronts Ruin 


Ultimate ruin of Germany and dis- 
appearance of German civilization 
from the face of the earth may -be 
expected if persecution of the Jews 
continues, Mayor James L. Key told 
his non-denominational Bible class at 
the Georgia theater Sunday morning. 

“The covenant with Abraham re- 
mains in force and God's promise ‘to 
bless them that bless you and curse 
them that curse you’ is being kept 
with the Jews today as it has for 
nearly 5,000 years gone by,” Atlan- 
ta’s Protestant mayor, long promi- 
nent in affairs of the Methodist 
church, asserted. 

The mayor had announced that he 
would discuss the Nazi boycott of 
the Jews in Germany in connection 
with the Sunday school lesson text, 
“Jesus’ Miracle in Healing the 
Daughter of a Foreign Woman; Ex- 
plaining to the Disciples, ‘I Have 
Sheep in Other Folds.’” 

“The history of the Jews for 5,000 
years has been one often marked by 
dreadful persecution, marked inevita- 
bly by the utter extinction of the 
persecutors, even though they seemed 
at times to have triumphed over the 

the mayor pointed out. 

“Of all the ancient peoples who 
dealt with the Jews only those who 
were friendly to them remain to this 
day, Persia, Greece and Egypt, which 
was kind to them as a nation, al- 
though one Pharaoh persecuted them 
to his own ultimate ruin,’ the mayor 
recalled. : 

“This same fate has followed _per- 
secutors of the Jews in this modern, 
Christian era,” the mayor continued. 
“Spain was mistress of the world, 
queen of the seas, owner of most of 
the known territory of the earth, 
when she expelled the Jews. After 
that her power was broken and she 
was stripped of all her world posses- 
sions. It is interesting to note, too, 
that the three successive blows from 
the outside which finally broke 
Spain’s world power were delivered 
by three nations which have tradi- 
tionally been hospitable to the Jews, 
first by England, then by France and 
finally by the United States. 

“The imperial Russia of the czars 
stands as another recent object les- 
son of the fulfillment of this 5,000- 
year-old covenant,” he continued. “The 
Russian royalty and nobility 
coun

for science and social advancement 
should be threatened with extinc- 
tion.

REGULATIONS FRAMED 


FOR FOREST JOB ARMY 


WASHINGTON, April 2.—(A)— 
Regulations covering the recruiting 
of 250,000 men for the nation’s big- 
gest forest conservation project will 
place states on a quota basis under 
which maximum limits will be set for 
the number of men each can supply. 

This was learned today as four 
government departments hastened 
plans for the march on the forests 
under President Roosevelt’s program 
to aid in relieving unemployment. 
The establishment of a th usand or 
more camps housing between 100 and 
200 each by July 1, has been set 
as the goal. 

Rules covering the recruiting are 
being shaped by Secretary Perkins, 
who hopes to have registration of 
men underway within a week. Wheth- 
er state quotas will be fixed on a 
basis of population or on the number 
of unemployed estimated for each is 
one of the first problems for her to 
settle. 

She also faces many other equally 
difficult questions, including determi- 
nation of the types of men who will 
be given preference- in event appli- 
cants outnumbér the jobs, age limits 
and the hours of labor for the men 
when. they are in camp. They are 
to be paid about $30 a month in addi- 
tion to maintenance.

NEW YORK, April 2.—(UP)— 


Worth won the Kentucky Derby in 
1912, Old Rosebud cat- hopped the 
stakes in 1914: Regret took the prize 
in 1915; Morvich won in 1922—just 
about all the leading two-year-olds 
of their respective years that came 
on to account for Colonel Matt 
Winn’s great stakes which is to be 
renewed for the 58th time at Church- 
hill Downs, May 6. 

Among the heavily-backed futures 
idols—champion two-year-olds — that 
crashed in the running of the race 
or in making ready for it were: Top 
Flight, Equipoise, Pompey, Master 
Charlie, Tryster, Sun Briar and 
Dominant. ¢ 

What is in store this year? 

Is Ladysman—last year’s champ— 
a good hazard at 10 to 1? Decidedly 
not. Morvich was the only leading 
two-year-old which finished first in 
the blue ribbon event in 11 years. 

A jinx seems to hover over the 
leading winning two-year-olds of all 
years. Records point out that, out- 
side of the immortal Man O’ War and 
Sweep, no colt or filly that led the 
division in their baby days came on 
to occupy the same position at the 
end of their three-year-old form. 

Taking a line through the past per- 
formance records of the 118 Derby 
nominees, Charley O, Brown Hour- 
less-Clonakilty colt that races in 
colors of the late Robert M. Eastman 
estate, warrants serious consideration 
hy those that seek a run for their 
money in the winter book specula- 
tion. ’ 

While Charley ©. did not particu- 
larly distinguish himself in his juve- 
nile year, his 3-year-old performance 
thus far has caused his price to drop 
from an opening of 200-to-1 down 
to 25-to-l1 by Tom Shaw, veteran 
New York betting commissioner. 

*he impressive victory of the 
brother of Mike Hall in the Florida 
Derby marks him as a most formi- 
dable candidate over the idle Ladys- 
man, which has yet to face the bar- 
rier this season. 

Rarely has the winner of a winter 
derby proven good enough to beat 
the best of his age in the heat of 
summer competition. There is but one 
outstanding exception—Black Gold, 
which won the Louisiana Derby in 
1924 and trained on to take the 
Golden Jubilee running of the Ken- 
tucky Derby less than three months 
later,

U. S. Securities Alone 
Maintain Firm Position 
in Trading on List. 


By VICTOR EUBANK. 

NEW YORK, April 2.—(4)—Con- 
fused by economic and political un- 
certainties, both at home and abroad, 
the bond market lost ground steadily 
during the past week and only United 
States government securities were able 
to maintain a firm position. 

The collapse of the German group 


greatly depressed the foreign section 
while liquidation of domestic railway 
liens put a damper on the corporate 
departments which had been showing 
only feeble resistance at the best. The 
Associated Press-Standard Statistics 
average for 60 domestic corporate 
bonds sagged to within a point of its 
low of the year. 

Heavy “unloading” from London 
on Friday weakened the German 
bonds severely, although a number 
of these maturities came back seub- 
stantially later. Weakness of _ this 
list was attributed largely to fears 
that the reich, due to growing politi- 
cal disturbances and a_ consequent 
drop in trade balances, might have to 
reduce its foreign debt service. 

Notwithstanding efforts of the 
Washington administration to find a 
solution for the country’s tranporta- 
tion problems, carrier liens were sub- 
jected to the most pressure of do- 
mestic divisions. 

In addition to uncertainties con- 
cerning new legislation, the rails were 
compelled to digest other difficulties. 
Filing of a petition by the Missouri 
Pacific for reorganization under the 
recently amended bankruptcy law, to- 
gether with defaults of interest by 
the Wabash, Wisconsin Central and 
Ann Arbor roads, caused holders of 
secondary issues to scurry to cover, 

The utilities and industrials did not 
do so badly, under the circumstances, 
although there were some noticeably 
soft spots in these groups.

STEEL PRODUCTION 
RECORDS INCREASE 


Moderate Upturn in De- 
mand Indicated for 
April by Magazine. 


CLEVELAND, April 2.—(4)—Au- 
tomotive requirements the past week 
lifted steel ingot production up 1 1-2 
per cent to 15 1-2 per cent, with 
greater gains in finishing mill opera- 
tions than indicated by this rate, the 
magazine Steel said today.

“Chevrolet preparing to make 35,- 
000 cars in April has released sub- 
stantial steel orders. The Ford pro- 
gram contemplates 50,000 cars: some 
inquiries have been issued and pur- 
chasing is expected to develop this 
week. Steel mills in the district 
tributary to Detroit have stepped up 
to 30 per cent. 

“The brewering industry is figuring 
more prominently in the market for 
steel products.

TRADING IS QUIEI 
IN COTTON MARTS; 
PRICES ARE STEADY 


Fluctuations During Last 
Week Spread Over Only 
About 30 Points; Range 
Slightly Lower. 


NEW ORLEANS, April 2.—(4)— 
Trading in the cotton market here 


during the past week has been quiet. 
although there were frequent spurts | 
of activity. Prices were largely in- | 
fluenced by fluctuations in stocks and | 
gain 
intimately connected with the market 
itself. The extreme spread of fluc- 
tuations reached about 30 points, both 
the high and low points being reached 
about the middle of the week. Near 
the close the price level was steadier 
and the week closed with prices about 
5 points net lower compared with the 
preceding Saturday. 

Prices were supported to a consid- 
erable extent by price fixing and 
trade buying which more than served 
to absorb the very moderate hedge 
selling. The absence of any pressure 
from hedging was due to the very 
slack demand for spots both from 
domestic spinners and from exporters. 
This absence of demand was attributed 
to lack of confidence in the maintain- 
ance of the present level. 

Much hesitation was caused during 
the first half of the week by the an- 
nounced intention of the newly ar- 
ranged farm board to demand the 
liquidation of loans to co-operatives 
and others. Later, however, a more 
confident feeling prevailed due to the 
announcement that the seante agricul- 
tural committee had restored to the 
farm relief bill the Smith-George pro- 
visions relating to the cotton option 
based on a 30 per cent reduction in 
production. 

Although the market has been high- 
ly professional prices have shown good 
resistence to declines in other mar- 
kets. Unfavorable weather delaying 
farm work and preparations for the 
new crop ard restoration of the acre- 
age reduction provision to the farm 
relief bill caused hopes that acreage 
will be reduced despite the announced 
purpose of farmers to plant liberally. 

Exports during the week were very 
light, much behind the _ correspond- 
ing week last year. The decrease in 
exports compared with last season has 
now reached almost 700,000 bales.

COTTON MARKET AWAITS 
ACTION ON FARM RELIEF 

NEW YORK, April 2.—(#)—The 
cotton trade last week hoped in vain 
for the removal of the haze _ sur- 
rounding farm relief legislative pro- 
posals. There were no clarifying de- 
velopments and the market for cotton 
futures at the week-end was _ just 
about where it stood the week before. 

Prices had a range of about 30 
points and evened up a loss of 50 to 
60 cents a bale at the week’s close 
on a speculative buying movement, 
which was evidently fostered by re- 
newed talk in brokerage quarters of 
inflation. | 

Veteran traders admitted that sen- | 
timent was about as badly confused | 
as it has been for many years, not | 
only because of the uncertainty re- |, 
garding farm relief, but because of 
the unanswered questions with respect 
to the ultimate disposition of cotton 
and other commodities held by the 
co-operative interests. 

About the ring it was said that 
considerable selling came into the 
market from Liverpool as a_ hedge 
against purchases in that market. 
The south was a moderate seller and 
brokers who usually act for Far East- 
ern interests were also said to be on 
the selling side. The market's main 
support came chiefly from trade and 
commission house buying. 

According to the New York Cotton 
Exchange service world’s consump- 
tion of American cotton in Febru- 
ary amounted to 1,095,000 bales, com- 
pared with 1,093,000 in the same 
period last year. For the first seven 
months of the season such consump- 
tion was placed at 7,790,000 bales 
against 7,219,000 a year ago. 

The week’s business in cotton goods 
was on a smaller scale than in the 
preceding period, but merchants re- 
ported that prices held rather well 
in the face of the trade’s uncertain- 
ties. 

There were reports of occasional 
sales by second hands at concessions 
of 1-16 cent a yard, but for the most

Spring Shopping Season 
Provides Real Incentive 
to Trade; April Brings 
Upward Movement.

NEW YORK, April 2.—(4)—Busi- 
ness statistics of the past began im- 


| pressively to reflect the rebound from 


the low levels reached coincident to 


the banking crisis early in March. 
While many lines were still under 
the best levels of February, business 
has entered April with the approach 
of Easter and the spring shopping 
season giving a real boost to whole- 
sale and retail trade, and with sta- 
tisties for such important barome- 
ters as electric power production and 
freight carloadings showing substan- 


_ tial improvement over the levels of 


the first half of March. 

The railroad traffic report of last 
week—which. covers the movement for 
the week ending March 25—showed 
carloadings amounting to 475,850, an 
increase of 26,138 over the previous 
week. While the total represented a 
decrease of 15 per cent below the 
corresponding week of 1932, it is sig- 
nificant that in the preceding week 
the reduction from last year stood at 
23 per cent. 

Miscellaneous freight, considered a 
measure of goods going into consum- 
ers’ hands, showed a gain of 12,591 
cars during the seven-day period. 

Steel ingot production in the past 
week was lifted 1 1-2 points to 15 1-2 
per cent. according to the magazine 
Steel. The normally active railroad 
and public construction work, how- 
ever, has not materialized, due in part 
to watchful waiting attitude pending 
determination of the administration's 
program for the carriers. 

With the emotional froth blown 
away from congress’ 3.2 per cent beer, 
the business community is making a 
dispassionate survey of the facts. The 
F. W. Dodge Corporation estiniates 
a $65,000,000 outlay for the next four 
months to modernize old brewing 
plants and construct new ones.

A movement toward the con- 
version of hoarded or other cash into 
merchandise also contributed to this 
development.
